SUPERINTENDENT HEARD 


Dr. Hardt Tells of Peculiar 
Methods of Buying Supplies 
and Use of Bodies as 
" Exhibits." 


Ir A ray CORRESPONDENT. } 

Lincoln, II., Jan. 28.—[Special.J—A seem- 
ingly endless tale of irregularities at the state 
asylum for feeble minded children, ranging 
from the use of bodies of inmates as ex- 
bits im the museum to the unusual man- 
ner of obtaining bids for supplies, was told 
here today by Dr. Harry G. Hardt, sitper- 
intendent of the institution on resumption of 
the hearing of the legislative investigating 
committee. . 

Dr. Hardt made these admissions under a 
rapid fire of questions asked by nearly every 
member of the committee. He was on the 
witness stand the entire day, and when at 
last he left the chair he was red in the face 
and perspiring. 

The irregularities Dr. Hardt admitted 
embraced practically every department of 
the institution. They consisted of the man- 
ner of twating inmates, and their bodies 
after death, food supply, manner of buying 
supplies, notably coal, and the system under 
which attendants and physicians are hired. 


Inmate Killed Self with Knife. 

So far as could be discovered, the civil 
service regulation had little to do with the 
appointment of such attachés. Probably the 
most surprising development of the day came 
late in the afternoon, when it was discovered 
that John Morthland, an inmate of the home, 
had died some weeks ago following self-in- 
filicted knife wounds. The man had slashed 
himself with a rusty penknife in a fit of de- 
spondency, and died a few weeks later. 

How about this Morthland case?“ asked 
Representative McGoorty. 

** Why, he is dead now,“ replied Dr. Hardt. 

“Wasn't he the boy who siashed himself 
with a pocket knife?’

perimental and exhibition purposes at the 
asylum museum. When asked if this was done 
with the consent of the parents Dr. Hardt 
ald: We always tried to get their con- 
sent.“ 

What do the parents say? I do not be- 
lieve. that they have any great desire to see 
the bodies of their children cut up,’’ said Mr. 
Manny. 

Not many object, said Dr. Hardt. We 
always ask them when the application for ad- 
mission is made whether they will permit a 
post-mortem to be performed upon the in- 
mate’s body. In 80 per cent of cases they 
consent.“ 4

‘RICH CHICAGO WOMAN ELOPES 


Mrs. H. Alexander, Daughter of 
Gen. Torrence, Quifs Husband - 


ONCE WELL KNOWN HERE. 


As Widow of Kinsley Magoun She 
Figured in Big Will Contest. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

HYERES, France, Jan. 23.—The simultane- 
ous disappearance of Mrs. Henry Addison 
Alexander, daughter of the late Gen. Joseph 
T. Torrence of Chicago, and William Graham 
Blakeston, 4 London attorney, has caused a 
great stir in the English speaking colony 
here. 

Mr. Alexander, who formerly was counsel 
for the American embassy at Paris, received 
his first notice of the elopement in a note 
which he found in his home on his return 
from a visit with a brother in Switzerland. 
The note was signed with his wife's name 
and gave no explanation except the brief sen- 
tence; 

“I cannot live with you again. Good-by.” 


Declares Wife Mentally Weak. 

Mr. Alexander declared that the only rea- 
son he could advance for the elopement was 
a desire on the part of the Englishman to se- 
cure possession of the fortune of Mrs. Alex- 
ander, a large part ef which she inherited 
upon the death of her father, a wealthy rail- 
road man. 

Mr. Alexander declared his wife has not 
been mentally sound for several years past, 
the result of a severe iliness. She was easily 
influenced and Blakestén, he said, is seeking 
to take advantage of this to advance his own 
financial interests. 

While the husband has been ignorant of 
the trend of affairs since Blakeston came sev- 
eral weeks ago to pay an extended visit tothe 
home of the Alexanders, the other members 
of the colony have been watching with in- 
terest the long drives on which the English- 
man and his hostess were companions daily. 


Once Well Known in Chicago. 

Mrs. Alexander was an only daughter of 
the picturesque and rich old Chicagoan who 
is remembered for his interest in coaching 
and the wrought iron gates that he bougnt 
from the German exhibit at the World's 
Columbian exposition. These $40,000 gates 
may still be seen at Gen. Torrence’s former 
residence, now occupied by Harold F. Mc- 
Cormick at 88 Bellevue place. 

It was as Mrs. Kinsley Magoun that Mrs. 
Alexander was best known in Chicago. She 
was a dashing woman, fond of horses, rich 
clothes, and late suppers. Kinsley Magoun 
died im 1808, and not long afterward his 
widow, who had received a $1,000,000 share 
from her father’s estate, brought a suit for 
accounting against her brother-in-law, 
George B. Magoun, who was appointed ad- 
ministrator of her husband's estate 

Mrs. Magoun later spent a good deal of 
time abroad and dropped out of sight and 
mind of her Chicago friends until her rela- 
tions with Henry Alexander were made the 
subject of some embarrassing questions by 
a New York attorney in a dressmaker’s suit 
four years ago.

PLANS FOR HOUSE NUMBERING 
ARE TAKEN UP BY ALDERMEN. 


Various Systems Examined in dn Effort 
to Improve the Conditions in Some 
* Outlying Districts. 


Plans for a new system of house numbering 
in Chicago were considered by the subcom- 
mittee of the committee on street nomen- 
ele ture yesterday. Methods were explained 
by W. A. Amberg, Edward B. Brennan, M. 
W. Lilly, Leroy T. Stewart, and John D. 
Riley. superintendent of the map depart- 
ment.

country’s natural resources. Andtoward the 
boy who goes into the trades, they added, 
the educationai efforts of the next decade 
must be directed.

Roosevelt Strikes Keynote. 

Theodore W. Robinson, vice president of 
the Illinois Steel company, presided over the 
banquet in his capacity as chairman of the 
Illinois commission of the national society. 
Without preliminary remarks, after calling 
the banqueters to order, he read President 
Roosevelt's letter, which was addressed to 
Dr. Pritchett. president of the society. The 
letter is as follows:: 

The White House, Washington, D. C., Jan. 138. 
1908.—Mr. Henry 8. Pritchett, President Society 
for the Promotion of Industrial Education, Audi- 
torlum Annex, Chicago—My Dear Sir: I regret 
that I am not able to accept the invitation to be 
present at the first annual meeting of the Society 
for the Promotion of Industrial Education. 

My interest in this cause arises not only out of 
the important results to be achieved by industrial 
education, both for the wage earner and the man- 
ufacturer, but more than all else out of the desire 
to see the American boy have his best opportunity 
for development. 

Today the boy of 14 who leaves the public school 
finds the door to industrial efficleney closed. The 
apprenticeship system has practically disappeared. 
Unless he is given an opportunity for industrial 
training by a combination of school and shop in- 
struction his chance for such training is small and 
he is likely to continue to epend, as he does today, 
the years between 14 and j8 in minor oceupation of 

pations which neither 
minister to his intellectual nor his moral better- 
ment. In the interest, therefore, of the American 
boy I welcome the efforts of any society like this 
to focus public attention upon the question and to 
suggest practical methods for solving it. Very 
truly yours, THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

“Vital Defect in Education.“ 

This society,“ said Mr. Robinson, betore 
introducing President Eliot, is the organ- 
ized recognition of a vital defect in the educa- 
tional system of this country. That there is 
an awakening to the importance of this 
movement is evinced by the character of this 
meeting, by the personnel of the delegation 
to this convention, and by the fact that thir- 
ty-niné states already have organized com- 
mittees for promoting industrial education. 

This country has been sleeping the self- 
complacent sleep of confidence born of stu- 
pendous resources and wonderful inventive 
genius, but other nations have possessed 
themselves of our inventions, and Germany, 
comparatively poor in nature’s heritage, is 
surpassing us in the markets of the world. 

“The industrial education of Europe is 
making the old world new, while apathy and 
obsolete methods are making our new world 
old. Our educational development has not 
kept pace with the marvelous changes that 
have taken place in the last generation, and 
it is time that we awake if we are to attain 
our natural destiny. 

More than 90 per cent of the youth of our 
country progress no farther than the gram- 
mar school, and of these many are destined 
to become industrial derelicts merely for 
want of educational encouragement and op- 
portunity. It is clear, then, that the neces- 
sities of this large majority should be better 
recognized in our primary schools.“ 


Eliot for Higher Age Limit. 

Every ome in the banquet hall arose as 
President Eliot was introduced. Round after 
round of applause greeted the gray haired 
scholar before the audience would take their 
seats. 

Early in his address President Eliot ad- 
vanced the proposal that with the coming of 
trade school training the compulsory educa- 
tion age should be raised three or four years! 

Our trade schools,” he said after stating 
briefly his conception of industrial education, 


» tzhould be at least continuation schools for 


those who have unfortunately been com- 
pelled to leave school at the age of 14. This 
will require that the children be kept under 
the observation of the community. up to the 
seventeenth or eighteenth year, and that 
they attend these schools if they leave other 
forms of educational institutions.

A system of emergency hospitals for the 
care of persons injured in accidents will Be 
in operation in Chicago within six months, 
according to the present indications.

The plan now under consideration involves 
a joint arrangement between the county and 
the city whereby the ‘former will operate 
the emergency hospitals and care for the yic- 
tims of accidents in all parts of the city, 
whtle the latter will take jurisdiction of all 
cases of contagious diseases. 

President Busse of the county board has 
appointed a committee, headed by County 
Commissioner William C. Hartray of Evans- 
ton, to work out the plan in conjunction with 
a committee to be named by Mayor Busse. 
City Health Commissioner Evans discussed 
the matter with the mayor before his de- 
parture for the south and Mr. Busse said he 
would appoint the committee immediately 
| upon his returr next week. 


Plan Ohain of Hospitals. 

The system of hospitals it is proposed to 
establish includes these: 

A. central hospital within the leop district. 

Branch hospitals at the stockyards, South Chi- 
cago, and in the northwest and southwest quarters 
of the city. 

Certain private hospitals in other sectiona to be 
authorized to care for the victims of accidents.at 
the expense of the county. 

The movement to establish emergency hos-"| 
pitals is the result of the agitation incident 
to the Iroquu’s theater fire. Richard T.

EXPLOSIVES. 

The increasing frequency of the use in 
this country of bombs and other high ex- 
plosives for purposes of revenge or in- 
timidation is a disturbing feature of pres- 
ent day life. 

There is ground for anxiety in the re- 
peated outrages which come to public 
notice so often now. In one day recently 
the New York police had three of such 
cases to investigate. In one instance a 
milk wagon exploded a bomb lying in the 
road, the driver being thrown e across 
the street. The missile was designed for 
a different person. . 

At another hour a bomb was exploded 
near a settlement houge where willing 
workers gather each day to conduct a 
kindergarten for the benefit of the chil- 
dren of the neighborhood, and where 
others try to cheer the lives of the moth- 
ers who toil during the working hours. 
Heavy walnut doors were torn from their 
hinges, every window in the house was 
broken, the plaster was shaken from the 
ceilings, and the residents were badly in- 
jured and, of course, greatly frightened. 
The police said the bomb was intended 
for another purpose. : 2 

In the third case the door of the house 


where the explosion took place was hurled-} 


across the street against the cornice of a 
tenement house, from which the terrified 
tenants rushed, one of them carrying the 
body of a dead child, by whose coffin he 
was sitting when the shock came. This 
bomb, was intended for a contractor who 
had paid no attention to letters demand- 
ing money, under threat of what followed. 
These illustrations show the dangers. 
The bomb throwing may be limited for a 
time to a certain class of citizens or to a 
particular race element. But the chances 
are many that absolutely innocent persons 
will suffer after a while if the police au- 
thorities permit such methods to be used 
for any length of time. It is not a favor- 
able sign that bomb throwing, which at- 
tracted much attention a few years ago, 
is now taken as a thing to be expected 
almost anywhere and at any time. The

Courtenay Mansel, had lived at least nine 
years with his wife before going through 
the ceremony of marriage with her in 1847. 

During nearly all these nine years they 
resided in Scotland, and the fact that they 
passed there as man and wife was suffi- 
cient in the eyes of the law of Scotland to 
constitute a legal marriage. 

There were several children born to the 
couple in Scotland, among them a son, Ed- 
ward Berkeley Mansel, who has just did.

This Edward Mansel, who served in the 
Sixth dragoons, retiring with the rank of 
colonel, managed, after a good deal of diffi- 
culty, to obtain about two years ago from 
the Court of Sessions in Scotland a docu- 
ment styled a declarator of marriage, es- 
tablfishing the fact that his father, Maj. 
Courtenay Mansel, had been in the eyes of 
the law of Scotland the legal husband of 
the applicant’s mother during their residence 
in the northern kingdom prior to the mar- 
riage ceremony, and that he himself, there- 
fore, was the eldest and legitimate son of his 
father. 

His nephew, young Sir Courtenay Mansel, 
that is to say, the son of Sir Richard, was a 
friendly party to the suit, and the only reason 
for the appeal to the courts was for the sake 
of obtaining the legal recognition of the le- 
gitimacy of Col. Mansel, and of his conse- 
quent ownership of the baronetcy, until then 
wrongly vested in his nephew. 

Col. Sir Edward Mansel having no chil- 


him tn the baronetcy, and algo inherits his 
considerable property, which his uncle has 
left to him in recognition of the honorable 


manner in which he acted in connection with 


the surrender of the family honors, It is 
only fair to add that the young fellow did 
not await the action of the Court of Sessions 
at Edinburgh in granting the declarator 
of marriage” before abandoning the use 
of the title. In fact, as soon as ever he at- 
tained his majority and became his own mas- 
ter he notified his uncle that he would refrain 
thenceforth from using the prefix of sir 
to his Christian name, and that far from 
contesting any legal action which his uncle 
might take to establish his rights, he would 
assist him in the matter.

Of course the chief sufferer in this action 
was the actress widow of Sir Richard 
“Mafisel, whose title was her principal stock 
in trade, as an actress both in this country 
and in England, and which she, of course, 
lost through the legal demonstration of the 
fact that her husband had never been a 
baronet, and that he had been unwarrantably 
retaining honors which really belonged to 
his elder brother. But as her son is now, 
through the inheritance of his uncle’s prop- 
erty, in affluent circumstances, he will be 
able to provide for her, and to render her 
independent of the necessity of earning her 
own living.

banks, and if I wanted to borrow any money 
1 would be more apt to get it from a state 
bank under panic conditions than I would 
from a national bank. 

It looks to me as though the Insurance cur- 
rency law ‘will spread so that every state in 
the union will pass practically the same law 
for their own state protection, and when they 
do it won't be many months before the 
largest natiozial banks in America will be 
only too anxious to have the government 
guarantee deposits in their banks. They 
don’t want it now. One of the reasons why 
they say they don’t want itis, “all banks 
then would be good, that a man would go 
to any bank and deposit his money.” Yes, 
and with a feeling of safety, for the bank 
with a capitalization of millione would not 
then be any more safe than the small state 
bank. Really, in my estimation, that would 
be too bad,” an unfortunate state of af- 


fairs. What a ridiculous argument aga! :

good.” To me it is the best argument I have 
heard in favor of it.

Ald. Foreman Tells Rotary 
Club Chicago Needs Huge 
Radiating Bores. 


PNEUMATIC HEAT COMING 


New Sewers Could Be Acecommo- | 


dated and Traffic Aided, but \ 


Millions Are Needed. 


Underground Chicago, as it will be when a 
comprehensive subway system is constructed, 
was described last night by Ald. Milton J. 
Foreman, chairman of the local committee 
on transportation, to the 150 members of 
the Rotary club, at their dinner at the Grand 


Pacific hotel. 

He drew a picture of gubwege extending in 
every direction with the city’s growth and 
Ls es pened nde loop district. These bores, 

said, ultimately would run from building 
sath to building line, with a double sidewalk 
space, as well as a double street. 

„ Basement show windows will be possible 
under this plan,” he said; we must have 
more sidewalk space to relieve congestion.” 

The tunnels that he had in view, he sald, 
must provide places for a reconstructed sewer 
system, high pressure water system, gas 
mains, electric light and telephone wires, and 
pneumatic tubes for piping hot and cold air 
from central plants. 


Era of “Pneumatic Heat.” 

“Tt will not be long. predicted the alder- 
man, before we will abandon our present 
expensive method of heating and refrigera- 
tion and central plants will be established 
from which we will pipe heat and cold air 
into our buildings ee same as we now 
do gas. * 

Ald. Foreman, while att that financ- 
ing the proposition was a puzzling question, 
had hopes that before the end of the year at 
least the committee on transportation would 
decide on plans for a system of subways 
such as he described and would have started 
the rk. 

Our sewer system is one of the vital prop- 
ositions,’’ he went on. The present sewers 
were built for a population of thirty or forty 
years ago. No area in the world is required 
to carry so much sewage as the central dis- 
trict in Chicago. One catch basin would 
furnish enough microbes to kill every person 
fm the city. Our water pipes have not been 
reconstructed since 1870; they have not been 
inspected even. We need a high pressure 
water works system, but we cannot have it 
until the entire underground Chicago is re- 
conetructed, with provision not only for 
street cars but with galleries for every form 
of public utility.“ 


Would Need Millions. 5 

Millions of dollars, the alderman said, 
would be required for the new sewer system 
Gone, and he considered that the first and 
most import part of the work. Bonds 
could be isgued to construct the subway, he 
ald, but the money could not be raised in 
the near future to install the sewer system 
and high pressure water system. 

“There is talk, he continued, of con- 
structing the high pressure water system 
by special assessment, but I regard it as 
chimerical, and it is doubtful if it could 
be accomplishéd by such means if it would 


5 @ompensate for the tearing up of the streets. 


“The traction ordinances provide for an 
advance by the companies of $5,000,000 for 
the construction of subways, but I don’t be- 
eve that would be a drop in the bucket, 
because the subways must extend outside 
the loop to the south and west, where the 
ty is growing, to relieve congestion.” 

Bion J. Arnold. chief of the supervising 
board of engineers, followed Ald. Foreman 
with a detailed explanation of the engineer- 
ing features of the undertaking
